Engagement Fought 


Yesterday, 


Xew York, -Inly 5.---A graphic story of 


the battle between the Bulgarians and 
(irecks at Kilkish. twenty-live miles to 
the north of Saloniki. was received liy 
the Crock daily newspaper Atlantis to 
day direct from Saloniki. 
It saysi: 


"Tins battle between the 
Bulgarians 


and ('.reeks at Kilkish ended at 1C o'clock 
in the morning of .Inly 4 in the com- 
plete defeat of the Bulgarians after ;i 
severe bombardment of the town by the 
(Ireeks who carried the 
place at 
the 


point of the bayonet. 
The town \vas 


then occupied by a part of the Hellenic 
troops while their comrades continued in 
pursuit of the Bulgarians, who had tied 
in disorder leaving many of their Hold 
guns and machine guns in the hands c.f 
the (ireek victors. 
More than sixty cun- 


non were captured. 


"Kilkish was almost completely do- 


stroved by tire before the 
Bulgarians 


lied.' 


Battle Most Important. 


"The battle in front of Kilkish was 


more important, than any of those fought 
by Ihe allies in the campaign between 
Turkey anil tli(.' Balkan states. The Bui 
garians, who were much superior in num- 
bers, had surrounded tho town with de- 
fensive works and trenches nearly -iix 
feet in depth and very narrow so th.it 
their occupants were sheltered from the 
splinters of shells. 


"Firing started at. S o'clock Thursday 


morning. 
The Bulgarians hud stationed 


their heavv a r t i l l e r y on the heights froiti 
which they tired with great 
precision.

It is beginning to bo clearly:evident that the general 


jpublic is due fnr some rather surprising enlightenment as

dent Wilson stirred up the animals with his now famous 
statement regarding tho operations of the lobby in Wash-

%o the national capital. 


The case of our own James E. Watson seems clearly 


Jn point in the light of tho charges by Colonel Mnlhall.and 
the documentary evidence which he has been able to bring 
forth in support of his statements. These make it definite 
•that the National Association of Manufacturers was tre- 
mendously interested in seeing Mr. Watson nominated 
and elected governor of Indiana, and doubtless the man- 
ufacturers wore clearly within their rights in the matter. 
If they wanted to support Mr. Watson, it was their own 
affair. The point which concerns the public, however, is 
the secrecy with which their efforts were surrounded. 
Labor was fighting Mr. Watson, but it did it openly. The 
eupport given Mr. Watson's cause and the interest mani- 
fested in it by the N. A. M., however, was bestowed in such 
a manner that it did not become apparent to the people of 
Indiana. The admission that "as a matter of fact we were 
more interested in Watson's election than we were in 
Taft's," is even now extremely interesting, though some-, 
•what belated. It was the expression of nn official of the 
manufacturers, not a resident of Indiana, but of Missouri. 
Now why do yon suppose any citizen of Missouri should 
seriously concern himself as to Indiana's choice for gover- 
nor?

Been Done. 


QUITS

In reply to Anuelm Fuelber's latesi 


letter to tho press in criticism of the 
municipal administration now inoum 
bent. Mayor Grice today gavo out tho 
following statement in review of the 
achievements of the city governmen' 
during the three and a half years thai 
he has been in office i 


Behold 
the 
spectacle 
of 
Anselm 


Fuelber, without an official title except 
ex-editor of tho extinct Freie Preuse 
and ex-school trustee, trying to be a 
censor of civic affairs from his cracker 
box seat in tho Bank building. 
Ordi- 


narily those who take unto themselves 
the ditlicult task of telling the othei 
fellow how to do it are capable of nol 
only doing that job, but further one 
of more ditliculty, and what's more 
impressing the dear people to thai 
effect, so that they fall over them- 
selves to get to th« polls to vote for 
him. However, no one. has even been 
charged with breaking a voting ma- 
chine ill his eagerness to vote Anselm 
Fuelber into power, nor did any one 
ever find fault with the common coun- 
cil when it failed to endorse Mr. Fuel- 
ber'g administration as school trustee 
when liu came back for re-election as 
school trustee, after a measly twt 
years in office. 
If ho could not con- 


vince fifteen men of his fitness for 
school trustee, I do not think I am 
giving mvself a bum steer when I con- 
clude that the 14,000 voters of For! 
Wayne do not think 
seriously 
ol 


Anselm's efforts to regulate alfairs 
and at the same time keep his hand in 
as a newspaper reporter by writinj 
letters for the public press. No one 
noticed how presumptions articles are 
until they began to appear in Kng 
lish. I do not feel that his articles 
are entitled to any consideration, ex- 
cept for tho fact that he and his ar 
tides represent a typo of men anr 
thought that never did and never can 
harmonize with a movement for 
better Fort Wayne. 


When. I wa» elected I did not expect 


to'be a candidate for re-election, as 
the law would not permit, nor did the 
Change in the law granting me that 
privilege change my mind. 
I have 


stood for reforms and have seen them 
through—such as the 
abolition 
of 


gambling, the wiping out of the segre- 
gated vice district, the enforcing ot the 
12 o'clock and Sunday liquor laws, 
which ..has alienated many who diil 
not favor that policy, as it interfered 
with their liberal views or their casl 
register. 
I have pushed to comple- 


tion moro cement sidewalk and street 
Improvement in tho lust three anil 
one-half years, by actual fjgurcs, than 
was accomplished in any ten years 
previous, and much more than will bo 
accomplialmd in tho next four years if 
Mr. Fuelber has his way. 
During the 


years of 1000, 11)07, 11)08 and 1000, 7.02 
miles of street pavement wore laid. 
In 1012 alone I had 7.15 miles laid, 
and during tho three years of ray ad 
ministration 
ending 
December 
31, 


1012. 10.47 miles had be«n laid, with 
G miles laid this season and 4.00 miles 
still to bo laid, making a total of 26.07 
miles, or lfl.15 miles more during my 
administration than th* one 
prior 


thereto. 


During tho four years previous to 


my administration 22.73 miles of ce- 
ment sidewalk was laid. During the 
three years of 
my administration 


ending December 31, 1012, :)O.SO miles 
Were laid, with 7 miles laid already 
for this season and 0 miles more under 
course of construction, making a total 
for my four years of 155.60 miles under 
public and private contract, or 32.86 
miles more than in the four years 
previous. 
Tho sidewalks laid under 


public contract during the four years 
prior to mine cost $3,9»3.31 per mile; 
that laid during my term of three 
years coat $3.1120.12 per mile, or $73.10 
per mile less. This, too, in face of the 
fact that prices of materials and labor 
were sky-high.

what will be left in the way of street 
approaches for the next administra- 
tion I am at a loss to say, even {.hough 
the platform that Mr. Further helped 
to construct declares for the paving 
of street approaches. 1 have widened 
and extended over and through im- 
proved property as many, if not more, 
streets than any other administration.

instance—Harrison,

Wabash and Pennsylvania railroads, 
Harrison over the Lake Shore, Clinton 
over the Wnbash and Pennsylvania 
railroads, Osnge over the Nickel Plnte, 
extending and widening Coombs, Ten- 
nessee, Cass, Fourth, Packard, etc.

A mail stage, lumbering down the 


Sierras toward 
Sacramento. 


A figure by the roadside—peaked hat 


like a circus clown's, linen duster, jute 
bagging wrapped about his legs—loom- 
ing tall in the twilight. 


Back in the chaparral half a dozen 


other slouch-hatted, jute-legged figures, 
crouching. 


"Hands up!" 
The driver throws his weight on the 


brake, 
heaves 
his 
horses 
to 
their 


haunches and obeys. The gaunt man by 
the roadside speaks—first to the group 
in the chaparral: 


"Don't shoot, boys, unless Borne one 


fires first." 


Then, to the driver: 
"Throw out the box and the mail, 


please, and line up the passengers.'' 


Down tumble the "box"—the Wells- 


Fa rgo treasure chest—and the registered 
nail pouches. The passengers scramble 
nit. 
The bandit apologizes profusely, 


solicitous especially lest the ladies may 
be alarmed. 


"Drive on," he orders—their money 


lafe in his pockets—"and don't stop 
till you pass the bend. And," he adds, 
as the driver gathers the reins, "if any 
one asks who held you up, here's my 
card!"' 


He slips a bit of paper 
into

driver's hand. 
The 
heavy 
Concord 


coach rattles and creaks down the hill- 
side as the gaunt figure plunges into 
the chaparral, treasure chest on shoulder, 
mail pouches dragging behind. 


Around the bend driver and passen- 


gers scan the bandit's "card." 
Only 


a bit of doggerel verse, written in a firm, 
cultivated hand, properly spelled and 
punctuated. 
And signe<i— 


"Black Bart, the Po8." 


That was tho scene and the action, 


late in 1877, of the first of the moat 
daring series of siogle-handed hold-ups 
in the whole history of tho wild west. 


putting down new sidewalks, remov 
ing old overhead signs, poles carrying 
wires, barber poles, signs and other 
obstructions from 
thu sidewalks, 


havo hud a traffic ordinance piutaed 
•mi traffic policemen placed .on th« 
downtown street corners, to the great 
convenience and safety or travelers, 
I have really removed ami also or- 
dered condemned more dangerous and 
no-styled eyesore buildings 
in 
our 


downtown districts than any of my 
predecessors. I had tho pol« lino and 
wires taken olf of Spy Kurt avenue. 


When 1 came into office, the. pave- 


ments 
between 
practically 
all tin 


trucks of the traction company were in 
a miserable condition, us no orders hud 
been given to tho trnction company 
to improve- or any improvement of 
the spaces made for so mo time previ- 
ous. Now many of these places have 
been splendidly improved and others 
in the course of being improved, con- 
tracts being recently let. for such im- 
provements on South Broadway and 
Wallace street. 


I have had ornamental lamp posts 


placed on many of 
tho 
downtown 


streets, so Unit at the close of my 
administration tho ornamental light 
district will bo from Columbia street 
to Jefferson, and from Harrison street 
to Barr st.reet, witli ornamental posts 
on Culhoun street, from 
tho Nickel 


Plate railroad to Orclghton av«nu«, 
and on Harrison iitreet, from Colum- 
bia street to the new Pennsylvania 
depot on Baker street and the now 
Wabash depot on Grand street. 
I 


have increased the number of' street 
arc lights from 447 to 007, and placed 
46 alley lumps, the first the city ever 
had. 
And all has been done without 


neglecting tho commercial end of the 
lighting plant, tho number of consum- 
ers having increased in my administra- 
tion from 800 to 3.400, Consumers are 
secured at the present time at the rate 
of 100 or more per month. The pro- 
ducing capacity of the plant I have 
increased from 1,000 to 2.SOO k. w.

years "Black Bart" lined up his dummy 
"boys" in tho chaparral—in the Siski- 
you mountains, on the Oregon trail, back 
in his earlier haunt in the Sierras. Al- 
ways scrupulously polite to the ladies, 
not once offering violence, always leav- 
iug his "card"—a scrap of doggerel 
signed "Black Bart, the Po8."

Some of them 


arc situated on Culhmin street, the great 
business artery of tho city, where they 
blemish the modern business district of 
a city that has improved !t3 commercial 
section and advanced its architectural 
pretensions in step with its increase "f 
population, expansion of industry and 
growth of population. Some of thorn are 
landmarks, hut they are venerable only 


in point of njic. They have so far oiit-

The building at the right of the group 


of four rooms indicated in the picture 
as opposite the Cathedral is said to be 
the oldest surviving structure on Cal- 
honn street.

cornfields when there was a good deal 
more of Columbia street than of Callioun 
street. 
In time 
businosft 
encroached 


upon this almost suburban place and it 
wan given a "business front" and has 
accommodated somn l;ind

ever since. The old one-story residence 
described as on East Jefferson street, 
east of Bnrr, is another ancient Ivid- 
inark. 
The term "bungalow" had iiot 


been adapted into the nomenclature of 
American architecture when it was built, 
but in a crude way it doubtless is one.

nified silence. 
But at last one of them 


spoke up. 


It was Judge John E. Humphrien, of 


Department No. -1 of the court. In lan- 
guage which aptly portrayed eminent 
and adequate judicial temperament, Judge 
Humphries said lie couldn't sen wlmt .ill 
the fuss wns about. 


"It has been the custom for judges to 


take a vacation during the summer for 
the past twenty-live years." he learnedly 
said. "\Ve are not setting any new pre- 
cedent this year." 


Wherewith the judge produced a copy 


of the report of the State Bar association 
nnd sure enough, there it was in plain 
black and white. 
It read: 
"Between 


the first day of July and the first day . f 
September shall be vacation, and no eases 
will he set for trial, or tried, except, by 
order of the judge."

Special Class for 
Backward 
Students 


Proves Success. 


Spokane, \Vimh., July a.— By segregat- 


ing backward students and placing them 
in a special "bonchead" room the faculty 
of 
the- Lewis ami Clark hijfh school in 


Spokane- brought, about a fill per cent, 
improvement. \H the nchool work of the 
backward ones. 
1'i-inciuiil Henry M. 


Hart and IiiHtrnelnr L. L. Little discov- 
ered at tint opening of the semester just 
ended that thii t.y-one boys in the school 
had passed in a total of sixty'subjects 
and had failed in a total of nevunty- 
six subjects. These boys and one addi- 
tional were placed in the 
"bonchead" 


room, a designation known only to the 
the principal and Mr. Little, and efforts 
were made to ascertain the causes of 
failure of each boy. In many cases the 
boys said they could not get. along with 
certain teachers, HO changes \verc made. 
Daily reports were received from tho 
teachers: as to the progress of each boy. 
After nine weeks an examination WIIB 
given and the thirty-two boys passed in 
eighty-seven subjects and failed in fifty- 
nine. 
Twelve passed with such credit 


that they were returned to their classes. 
'J'hn twenty remaining passed in the 
next examination in sixty-eight subjects 
and failed in only twenty-seven. Fig- 
ures for the entire semester of four and 
u half months show that the boys passed 
in a total of HH-1 subjects and failed in 
only ~W, tile percentage of improvement 
being tift.y in one semester.

Hartshorn powder mixed to a creum with 


spirit oC wlno is good for cleaning silver.. 
or whiting: or plate powder mixed with, the 
spirit, or with water It the silver Is not 
badly stained. For polishing simply, when 
no tarnish or stain is noticeable, the dry 
powder may be used, und, of course, this Is 
less trouble. 


I£ silver is stained badly by medicine,

may 
be cleaned with sulphuric acid I 


(taklnff care not to get it on the bands), or] 
possibly the pulp of a squeezed lemon may) 
suffice, followed by wash Ing and bright- 
ening, as may be necessary. Chloride of 
ll'Tne mixed with a little water will remove- 
ink from silver inkstands. 
Silver which Is 


to be put away may lie rubbed over with 
olive oil to prevent it from tarnishing, and 
will only need w.asbin£ with hot soapy 
water when put into use again. 


Useful clotbs for rubi.ing up silver or 


plate in dally nsu can be prepared by boil- 
ing soft cotton cloiiis in fresh milk in 
which is dissolved one ounce of hartshorn 
powder per pint. 
I to! I for five minutes, 


wring out in cold water, and dry at once. 
Use these cloths for rubbing up the silver 
after drying, and if necessary before using 
again, taking care not to touch it with the 
bare hands or it will quickly tarnUh In 
patches.

In my seafaring life I went to all 


parts of the world. 
When on land I 


traveled in every section of this country, 
but wherever I went my highest aim 
was to earn monej' for the purpose of 
getting "booze." I have been imprisoned 
for drunkenness in nearly every big city 
in this country. 


My life on the Bowery is well known 


A lot of young men have known me foi 
years. I see some sitting here tonight 
who sat with me in the "Billy Goat's," 
the "Doctor's" and other places on the 
Bowery hundreds of times, waiting for a

LONG LIFE IN BULGARIA. 


An English newspaper recently pub- 


lished an interesting interview with the 
Bulgarian consul-general at Manchester. 
Here is an extract worth reading: 


"My great-grandfather 
died 
about 


twenty years ago at the age of 132 or 
134. I remember being at a. big family 
party in Sofia on the occasion of a wed- 
ding of an aunt. I was not much more 
than a boy then; at any rate, I was a 
youngster 
compared 
with my great- 


grandfather, who was present, and who 
was, to every one's knowledge, about 
120 years of age. 


"He was a wonderful old gentleman, 


and he made a. speech in which he said 
he was proud to see so many descend- 
ants about him. He had a grim sense of 
humor, and I do not think the young 
people quite relished the old man's jest 
that he meant to live until he had 
buried all his children. At that time he 
was the father of twenty-six children, 
two of them by a second wife, whom 
he had taken to himself when he was 
over ninety years of age. 


"At th» family party of which I am 


speaking some of the old gentleman's 
children were octogenarians and 
even 


nonagenarians, and the 
extraordinary 


thing is that he did actually see the ful- 
filment of his prophesy; he lived longer 
than all his children, and he died shortly 
after he had buried the last of them. 


"How; do 1 account for the long life of 


the Bulgarians? Well, I attribute it to 
the sobriety of the nation in general. 
We are a very temperate people, and 
being largely engaged 
in agricultural , 


pursuits, we live in the open air. That 
is a great asset, and there is also tho 
fact that we are not great consumers 
oT meat. We arc great vegetarians, and 
some of our poorer people live practically 
on cereals, vegetables and sour milk." 


M. Angeloffs father is now cighty- 
rrljt years of age, and as his son says, 


"is as active as a man of forty. He fre- 
quently spends eight hours a day in the 
saddle, riding round his estate, and he 
still has all his teeth."

It would Mem' to follow, naturally, 
that a syatem of cultivation which pro- 
motes 
nitrification 
and 
conserves 


moisture would be an extremely val- 
uable system to apply to a tilled crop. 
In practice it has been found that In 
most cases frequent shallow cultiva- 
tion gives better yields than other 
method* of corn tillage. 
Upon this 


experience tillage philosophy ha* been 
developed and tillage practice baaed. 


To ascertain the Ideal method of 


cultivation for corn In various flections 
cf the country, experiments aggregat- 
ing in and scattered over 18 states. 
were conducted.

were ilnpiy removing the weeds with- 
out stbrUv the soil or producing a 
muMh, M against corn cultivation.

were the same: so that at harvest time 
the uncultivated plats were quite free 
from weed growth and the cultivated 
plats were more or less .veedy. This 
tendency was shown In a. number of 
experiments. The reason for this may 
be due to the condition of the soil on 
the uncultivated plats discouraging 
germination of weed seeds beneath the 
surface an Inch or two and the in- 
ability of the seedlings to push up 
through the hard crust, whereas on 
the cultivated plats the friable surface 
soil permitted the seedlings to push up 
from a considerable depth and the

Our present Implements for 


cultivation are designed primarily to 
produce a mulch and stir the ground. 
Weed killing to a secondary function. 
It is possible that newly designed Im- 
plements made with special reference 
to weed control, could accomplish 
this 
end 
with 
greatly 
decreased 


cost. 
The weeder will probably be 


considered of vastly more Importance 
than heretofore when more data with 
reference to Its use Is available. 


Another large field of Investigation 


In connection with weed control Is of 
much practical Importance to the 
farmer. This ftold of work might be 
outlined as a study of those systems of 
farming or rotations which are espec- 
ially calculated to lessen the wend 
pests on the f«rm. It I* a wnll-known 
fact tb*t certain rotation• of crops 
bring us round to tho tlUagn crop with 
the land practically free from weed 
pests. 


In summing up the results of the 


experiments of the 128 corn growers. 
It Is shown that the weeded plats pro- 
duced 85.1 per cent a» much fodder 
and 98.108 per c«nt as much grain as 
th« cultivated ones. If there was any 
difference between either set of plats 
In regard to thoroughness In keeping 
down the weeds It was In favor of the 
cultivated pfftts. 
Although it remains 


to be demonstrated how far this prin- 
ciple m*y be applied In any particular 
section, an a general average for all 
the region* In which this work waa 
done It may be concluded that tho 
prapositkm Just stated Is substantially 
true. If this be accepted, weed con- 
trol becomes the principal object of 
corn cultivation.—J. S. Cates.

custards, though violent boiling in the 
shell sometimes causes the shell to 
crack. 
When cooked with gentle heat 


at back of stove the shell does not 
crack. 


When eggs on the market are soar- 


ing in price a good return can be real- 
ized on this investment.— Mrs J. C. B. 


Aberdeen-Angus— 


Good Beef Cattle 


This Breed of Cattle. Which Formerly 


Were Classed Only ne Beef Ani- 
mals, are Now Considered Dnal- 
Pnrpose Cattle by Many Farmers. 


The Aberdeen-Angus originated In 


Scotland and was first brought to the 
United States In 1873. They are raised 
extensively In Iowa and Illinois and 
many other of the central states, and 
are rapidly growing in popularity In 
every section. Large numbers of this 
breed ars being raised In Argentina. 
By some breeders they are not con- 
sidered to be as well adapted to range 
conditions as some other of the beef 
breeds, however. They are but slightly 
smallers than Shorthorns and they 
mature almost as early (at about 30 
months). They are good feeders and 
the quality of the meat is superior to 
to that of the larger breeds. 
It Is 


generally believed that so-called beef 
breeds are better for beef production 
than dairy breeds or scrubs. A com- 
parison of breeds at several experi- 
ment stations showed no constant dif- 
ferences in moat production among 
beef breeds. The comparison In Mis- 
souri gave the Aberdeen-Angus first 
place in palatablltty of meat and In 
all aronnd excellence. 


HOW TO CONQUER 


POTATO BLIGHT 


For several years past potato raisers 


tho country over have been seriously 
troubled by a fungus growth which 
comes upon the potato vine, either 
when the potatoes are forming or 
when they are about half grown. 


The dlsuuee does Its deadly work 


within a day or two and it destroys 
the entire patch. It comes so quickly 
and effectively that a former may 
leave his field thrifty at night and the 
next morning find It black with decay. 


Thanks to the investigations of our 


agricultural discoverers an efficient pre- 
ventatlve for the blight has been dis- 
covered. This to now offered on the 
market at reasonable rates; but. if the 
farmer observes the following four 
simple rules he will seldom be afflicted 
with the black plague: 


1—Don't succeed potatoes with po- 


tatoes. 


2—Use commercial fertilizer In the 


hill. 


3-—-Keep the plants strong and 


healthy. 


4—Don't spray for Colorado beetle 


with parts green. 


If potatoes are succeeded by pota 


toes the diseases of the first year's 
crop remain in the ground and infect 
the next crop. Newly broken up land. 
If made mellow by thorough cultiva- 
tion and enriched with any good 
manure or commercial fertilizer 
Is 


best, but land that has been planted 
to other crops for a year or two is 
more easily worked and Just as effec- 
tive in preventing blight. 


Commercial fertilizer la preferable 


to manure because if properly mixed 
with the soil It does not burn and 
weaken the plant as manure does. 
Manure remains dry and hard In dry- 
weather, when the plant need mois- 
ture, while In wet weather It will hold 
the moisture and rot the plant. Phos- 
phate mixes in fine particles with the 
soil and gives the plant the best 
chance for growth. 


A strong and healthy plant In better 


able to resist the attack of the blight 
than thfl weak, sappy plants; so. when 
the fanner hoes, cultivates, fertilizes 
or does anything else to make the 
plant grow more rwnkly he Is helping 
to resist the blight.

Texas, last season, marketed 5000 


care of Elberta peaches worth $1,500.- 
000. 
It was the largest crop In the 


history of the fruit industry of that 
section. The crop was handled in an 
admirable way. both in the orchard 
and on th« care, and by careful dis- 
tribution 
found 
the best 
markets. 


Good prices prevailed throughout the 
season, starting with $1.05 a bushol 
on July 5, and closing with 66 cents 
on July '25. The first fulPcar shipment 
came from Bullnrd. and sold at the 
season's top price In "Philadelphia. 


The forwardness of this district In 


fruit production is attributed to the 
high elevation and the warm character 
of the rich, red soil of the section. 
There Is no doubt that these Influences 
have their effects. 
High lands are 


earlier and red soils are warmer. But 
the peaches sent to Philadelphia were 
hastened to maturity as much by good 
care and cultivation as they were by 
the soil and altitude. 


To prove this, the fact Is cited that 


after these first peaches had been 
gathered and marketed at fancy prices, 
some of the other growers were jxist 
beginning their harvest and were con- 
tent with krwer prlces. 


Besldes being early with their El- 


berta crop, the enterprising orchard- 
Ists of this section are able to command 
a premium price because of the high 
color of their fruit. 
It Is no more 


trouble to raise a peach that ripens 
July 5 than it IP to raise one that 
ripens two weeks later, and it Is Just 
as eaey to raise the big red and yellow 
ones as It is to raise the small color- 
less fruit. 
Texas orchardlsts claim 


that there Is a good profit in peaches 
at fifty cents a bushel. The price of 
one dollar, with ten to fifteen cents a 
bushel added for quality, is something 
attractive and these price* are sought 
by the red-land grower. 


Both commercial orchards and farm 


orcharda havo proven very successful 
In Texas. 
While the big orchards 


under 
careful 
management 
have 


yielded large profits In years of good 
crops and good prices, the small or- 
chards, closely attended, well culti- 
vated and sprayed, have paid the 
largest profit* and have proven the 
most successful. 
The returns from 


the small orchards, acre for acre, are 
as large In the years of big crops as 
from the big orchards, and In short 


years the loss does not fall so hea-vtly 
upon the mun with tho small acreage. 
because he has other crops to depend 
on and other sources of Income. 
He 


can raise tomatoes and Irish potatoes. 
HB can raise a crop of cabbage, gather 
them in early May and plant the same 
land to cotton. This mixed farming 
system, which enables the fruit grower 
to raise a little truck, and the truck 
grower to raise a little fruit, makes 
this country an especially attractive 
place for the small farmer, who Is 
often much more successful than th« 
largo grower, because he Is able to 
give personal attention to his crops 
and help them when they need help.

the responsibility of fruit and truc> 
production will fall upon the small 
grower and the large interests will 
give him the field.

CLUB ROOT DISEASE OF CABBAGE 


By H. S. RKfct>, Virginia. 


When a field Is badly Infected with 


': isease it may. appear at the seedling 
lage, as & dwarfing of the young 
plants, but the fields are not usually 
badly enough infected the first season 
to manifest the disease until the cab- 
bage is half grown. In districts where 
the disease has just begun to got a 
foothold, the grower is not likely to 
notice any trouble, therefore, until 
after the first of July. At about that 
time It will be noticed that the plants 
which are being Infected show a ten- 
dency to wilt on bright sunny days, 
although at night they may recover 
and do not wilt on the following day 
unless It is again bright and warm. 
Such plants may succeed in making 
enough growth to produce a salable 
cabbage, although it Is somewhat un- 
dersized and slightly loose. The earlier 
the plant is Infected with the disease, 
the smaller Is the head produced. 


The agent responsible for the club 


.•oot disease is an organism belonging 
to the lowest orders of plant 
life. 


which lives aa a parasite upon the 
roots of cabbage and related plants, 
like cauliflower, rutabagas, flat turnips, 
mustard, etc. As the plant and its para- 
Bite reach maturity, the latter ceases 
active growth and begins the forma- 
tions of spores which are capable of 
retaining thelrvitallty through the win- 
ter and propagating the disease. The

Overripe hay Is very little 


-ood. 
It must be cut in season re- 


gardless of the weather. 
We suggest 


that you get a hundred hay caps for the 
9eld and some stack covers If you stack 
outdoors. The caps will not cost very 
much and If cared for will last many 
years. 
Then you can cover the hay 


cocks and let them cure longer than 
you would dare if they were left ex- 
posed to rain. 


A well-developed case of clnb root. 


decay of th« cabbage root accom- 
plished by bacteria and other forms 
of life, sets free these spores In the 
soil, and there they remain until th« 
following spring when conditions are 
again favorable 
for growth, these 


spores germinate, giving rl«« to an 
active organism which Is capable of 
again Infecting a plant. In this way 
the cause of the disease perpetuates 
Itself In .the soil and each year Injures 
the cabbajfe which is planted th*re. 


The disease Is spread from field to 


field by being carried on cultivators 
and the feet of horses, by soil erosion, 
and by throwing diseased cabbages to 
stock on pasture. 
Guard carefully 


against Introducing any material into 
a field which may carry the germs of 
the club root from diseased fluids, and 
especially against diseased soil and 
diseased cabbage plants. 


Practice crop rotations which will 


allow at least three years between 
crops of cabbage, rutabagas or tur- 
nips. Apply stable manure to the crop 
which precedes cabbage, but not to 
the cabbage crop. *If acid phosphate 
Is used the same rule would hold. 
Lime will more successfully counteract 
the club root disease than other sub- 
stances. Apply it at the rate of 100 
bushels or more per acre, one or two 
years previous to planting the cabbage. 


MAJfY T7SES FOR EGGS. 


It U eald that the calico printers 


use more than 40,000,000 dozens of 
eggs each year and that the coffee 
roasters and photographic trades, the 
cracker and biscuit combines and the 
chemical trades consume more than 
twice as many. Large quantities are 
also used in the leather trades for tan- 
ning, etc. They arc also largely used 
In the preparation of many patent 
foods and tho liquor trade takes no 
inconsiderable number. For many of I 
theso uses Inferior grades of eggs aro 
used—not because they arc better, but 
because they are cheaper. One blecujt 
company In New York City buys 
4.000,000 eggs every week.

Tankage makes healthy hogs and 


gives them bone and muscle. 


Do not keep too many pigs together 


and compel them to sleep In one nest. 


The most economical gains in pig 


feeding are obtained by a judicious 
blending of nltrogeneons and carbona- 
ceous foods.

A city market Is a very Interesting 


plac» to visit, from saveral points of 
view, 
Tho description of one In a 


city of 
IHO.000 Inhabitants Is here 


given. From three hundred' to seven 
hundred wagons are at this market 
every morning. The market covers 
ten acres. 
The land Is divided Into 


"street*.- which aro cement walks 
along which the wagons are backed. 
These streets are divided into stalls, 
which are seven feet wide; there are 
marks on the cement where the wagon 
wheeln must be. Hy placing the wag- 
ons properly, in this way. it allows a

Bineville 
Berry Picker 
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HE RIGHT REV. DAVID H. 


GREER, Bishop of the Diocese 
of New York, is the apostle 
of a less commercial and a 
more altruistic type of daily 
journalism. 


Bishop Greer concedes that the newspaper 


press of America is enterprising, fearless and 
progressive and that its ethical and intellectual 
standards of excellence are higher than they 
used to be. 
The distinguished churchman 


holds, however, that the best they have at- 
tained leaves much to be desired. 


Bishop Greer has been quoted—sometimes 


Inaccurately—as having expressed 
of lite 


sweeping condemnation of the newspaper 
press. 
The writer of this article called upon 


New York city, and invited him to voice his 
views frankly upon what he regarded as the 
defects of modern journalism and the particu- 
lars wherein it might be improved. 


"I have no desire," said the Bishop, "to 


seem censorious, nor to pose as a gratuitous 
critic of the daily newspapers. Since your 
paper requests me to express my convictions, 
however, I suppose it is true that in some 
sense I may be regarded as a pubHc man 
whose opinions may be read with a certain 
degree of interest. I would say at the outset 
that I suppose there is no competent, con- 
scientious journalist who is not more fully 
aware of the deficiencies of the product which 
he helps to produce than I or any other critic 
could be who is not engaged in the task. I 
im not one of those persons who flatter them- 
selves that they could easily make a better 
newspaper than any they have ever read. 


"But I do think that most newspapers, con- 


sciously or unconsciously, are giving to their 
readers a distorted view of life and of the 
relative importance of its manifold affairs and 
interests. Too many of them habitually put 
undue emphasis, « seems to me, upon those 
phases of human activity which are scandal- 
ous, vicious, deplorable, obnoxious, disagree- 
able or abnormal The tendency is to magnify 
such happenings out of proportion to their true 
significance and importance; to ignore or to 
minimize the sweet, the beautiful ;nd the 
wholesome things, which, after all, make the 
real life picture upon which those other things 
are only the disfiguring excrescences. 


"I do not disparage the vast resources of 


(he daily press, nor underestimate its world- 
wide grasp upon events. 
We say, and not 


without truth, that its facilities enable it to 
present, so to speak, a solar photograph of 
the happenings all over the earth as often as 
the sphere rotates upon its axis. 
But is the 


solar photograph of the teeming life of every 
twenty-four hours that is thus developed a 
true and fair one? 
Are its lights and shadows 


faithfully brought out in the dark room of 
:he newspaper plant in their true relative 
values, as the all seeing eye of the sun has 
caught and registered them? 
Is it not a fact 


that in the retouching of the negative the 
shadows are sometimes given too great depth 
and prominence and the solar photograph Is 
Ihus distorted and ceases to be a faithful 
picture? 


"This world Is growing better and not 


worse all the time, but one would not think 
so, perhaps, if his sole sources of information 
were the 4»i!y newspaper columns. 
In m.ll- 


lons of homes husbands and wives and children 
are living happily with no taint of the breath 
of scandal. There are no family skeletons in 
their clotets. All over the world are hundreds 
of thousands of unspectacular men filling with 
unsullied Integrity and with the most incor- 
ruptible honor positions of trust in banking 
Institutions and elsewhere. 
They have never 


faltered In their fidelity and loyalty 
But we 


lear little of these sterling persons in (he 
JomesHc or the commercial world simply be- 
:ause such are the rule and not the exception 
They so largely predominate that they are 
:ommonplace, and that which is commonplace 
Joes not lend itself to news values as these 
ire understood and appraised. 


"Now I am not disputing or discussing what 


nay be held to be the commercial sagacity of 
iuch a standard of appraisal from the view- 
joint of the purveyor of news. 
I am only 


mggestlng the thought that it is not the ninety 
and nine upright careers of which we hear 
most In the public prints, but the one In the 
hundred or in the thousand, or in less than 
that proportion, whose derelictions or misfor- 
tunes are published broadcast from the records 
'f the divorce court. 
,. 


"The thinking man, the man of high intel- 


ligence, probably is not seriously deluded by 
this disproportionate exploitation of the evil 
is compared with the good. He knows that 
the good immeasurably outweighs the bad, that 
the world is growing better rather than worse. 
But the superficial, the unreflecting reader— 
ind a large proportion of habitual newspaper 
readers you will probably agree are neither 
ffiaughtful nor deeply analytical—is in danger 
ul acquiring an unfortunate obsession toward 
pessimism and cynicism. The view of life pre- 
sented to such persons in their daily reading 
Is a distorted one. They contract unconscious- 
ly a defective vision, due to a sort of chronic 
mental strabismus. 


"I am, of course, aware that it is the unusual 


and npt the commonplace fliat constitutes what 
Is called news, and that news values are Judged 
In dirtet ratio accordingly. The life stories of 
those myriad! of homes whose sanctity is 
unsullied by the miasma of scandal would 
probably mike dull newspaper reading, for 
these, are the normal conditions of life, and it 
Is the province of what we call news to deal 
vith the abnormal, the surprising, the sensa- 


tional and the emotional. 
I recognize the 


futility of filling newspaper columns with 
platitudes and commonplace things. Perhaps 
Charles A. Dana defined news is succinctly as 
anybody else has done when He Said:—'If a 
dog bites a man, that is not news, but if the 
man had bitten the dog, that would be news.' 


"Still, my belief is that most of the Amer- 


ican newspapers emphasize too conspicuously 
the vicious, the trivial and the abhorrent events 
of the day, with the attending danger that thc.r 
less broad minded readers may get the im- 
pression and retain it that everything is 'going 
to the dogs,' that public and private morals are 
decadent, that commercial and political hon- 
esty are deteriorating, that the lamentable, the 
abhorrent and the vicious manifestations of life 
are the rule and not, as they are in point of 
fact, the exception. 


"Such a mistaken view is, of course, as 


unwarranted as it is unfortunate. The world's 
standards of ethics are progressing to higher 
levels all the time. 
And right here let me 


say that I believe journalistic standards of 
excellence are progressing 
steadily in the 


same direction. 
Whatever may be the defi- 


ciencies of the daily newspapers, it cannot be 
successfully disputed that they are growing 
better from year to year. 
They are setting 


their ideals higher than they were a genera- 
tion or a decade ago, and they are recruiting 
in their service men better equipped for their 


work, men of a higher grade mentally, morally 
and physically. 


"I rom our best universities and colleges 


journalism is attracting a constantly growing 
quota of soundly educated, right thinking, am- 
bitious and courageous young men who are 
going into newspaper work as their chosen 
career. This, 1 think, is a good porteni. Among 
those who are now doing the work of rhe 
daily papers 1 have met many men who have 
impressed me as keen, conscientious, earnest 
and endowed with a high grade of ability. 


"I am convinced that no newspaper man 


worthy of the name ev"er wilfully distorts facts 
or misrepresents statements. 
1 have never 


known one myself who has betrayed my con- 
fidence. 
But that very force which you call 


the news instinct—the faculty of perceiving 
the unusual, the sensational at a glance—that 
very faculty, it seems to me, leads often to 
the placing of emphasis upon some single 
phrase or utterance, for instance, of a public 
man. which, when divorced from its context, 
results in what is not quite a fair presentation 
of the facts or of the speaker's actual position. 


"So the journalists'! so-called news in- 


stinct is supplemented by his training; he is 
taught to excise and discard the common- 
place, the platitude, and to exploit the un- 
usual, the unexpected, to point the epigram 
and to emphasize the utterance that is likely 
to stimulate controversy or evoke surprise. 
The qualifying sentence, the modifying phrase 


may be sacrificed to the exigencies of limited 
space, but the sensational feature, if there be 
one, is dressed out in headlines of big type, 
and for this' expedient the requisite inroad 
upon available space is spared ungrudgingly, 
because it attracts ihi eye and whets the new* 
appetite. 


"Thus, without deliberate intent on the 


part of either the editor or the reporter, per- 
haps, a distorted perspective is created and 
an inaccurate impression is left upon the mind 
of the reader. 
One of those factors which 


make the daily press so potent an Instrum.:«i 
for weal or woe is that deeply rooted tilth 
which the public commonly cherishes in the 
truthfulness of that which it has seen in print. 
For some unexplained reason the spoken word 
does not appear to carry conviction so abso- 
lutely to most 'ntelligencies as does the 
printed word. 
This is one of the strange 


hypnotic powers of printers' ink, whether the 
print be that of the newspaper, the book or 
the magazine. 


" 'I saw it in the paper' is the retort which 


one hears continually uttered as the argument 
carrying with it the weight of finality. 
That 


well recognized fact Is one which should make 
those who write for the newspapers particu- 
larly zealous not to mislead, not to distort, not 
to present even the truth in a garb of ill pro- 
portioned fit or inharmonious coloring which 
may convey a false impression. 


"I readily concede that the modern daily is 


a marvel of enterprise tnd that many of tt» 
imperfections and inaccuracies are due doubt- 
less to the speed and tension under which its 
material is collated and its component parts 
are prepared for publication. 
What I would 


contend for, however, is a higher ethical stand- 
ard of values, less appeal to the baser and more 
sordid instincts of men and women and a more 
rational concept of the relative Importance of 
those elements which go to make up the dally 
solar photograph. 
; 


"We are all familiar with the old conten- 


tion that the newspaper is no better and no 
worse than its readers desire; that it has to 
serve up to them the kind^jf reading matter 
they demand; that, if it is to prosper, it must 
cater to widely diversified tastes ind in- 
terests; that competition forces H into sensa- 
tionalism and that a too delicate discrimination 
would probably force It into commercial fail- 
ure. 
Well, without engaging in any contro- 


versy as to the validity of those arguments 
from the viewpoint of the circulation depart- 
ment, I will say this:—I recognize the press 
potentially as a great instrument admirably 
adapted for the betterment of humanity. It 
has it In its power to become such an instru- 
ment. 
So has the Church and the Christian 


ministry. So have those who engage in the 
practice of medicine and surgery. 


"But I have little regard and less respect 


for the clergyman who, In the effort to in- 
crease his personal following, resorts to sen- 


\sational, unworthy claptrap pulpit methods 


even though by such expedients he may in. 
crease the numbers of his congregation ant 
cause himself to be talked about. The work 
at large has scant patience and the medical 
profession nothing but contempt and scorr, 
Tor the practitioner who resorts to catchpennj 
ricks of the charlatan and quack for men 
:ommercial greed." 


"Would you, then," asked the interviewer 


"establish for the newspaper and the jour- 
nalist the same high standard of ethics yov 
would maintain for the Church and its min 
isters, the medical profession and its conscien- 
tious practitioners?" 


"To be sure I would," flashed back Bishoj 


Greer, "and for every othei' man, too, whether 
he be engaged in commercial, professional 
political or industrial life. 
I am not in sym- 


pathy with a code which would hold that, whili 
your clergyman is dedicated to service( and 
perchance to sacrifice in a warfare spiritual, ai 
your physician !s consecrated to a warfan 
corporeal, your newspaper, on the other hand 
is a mere commercial enterprise, buying, sell- 
ing and distributing news, information am 
entertainment, like any other commodity, at 
a profit if it can, and under no higher obliga- 
tion So long as it does not transgress the lawt 
of the State. 


"I take issue emphatically with that narrov 


view of the newspaper's true sphere*'" Th« 
newspaper proprietor or the newspaper em- 
ploye who holds such i sordid estimate of hii 
duty to the community I think is grossly mis 
taken. 
In my opinion, the newspaper th* 


would be truly great must lead popular though! 
and not merely echo it. 
Such a newspapei 


must stand ready to mould public opinion an< 
not be content to reflect it. And it must recog 
nize, as must every man and every corporation, 
that its primary duty, paramount to every other 
consideration of personal gain or loss, is the 
duty of loyal, unselfish devotion to the be»f 
interests of humanity. 


"If we fail to recognize the binding fora 


of that primary obligation we are making ; 
fatal mistake. 
Too often we do fail to ac- 


knowledge it. That is a mistake we are mik- 
ing in our business relations, in politics, in 
the administration of our government, municl: 
pal, Stale and national. Too often the publU 
welfare is prostituted to commercialism, tc 
the greed of personal gain. 1 do not wish to 
seem to be preaching, or to lapse into the 
smug phrases of ecclesiastical cant. There are 
few things for which I have a more profound 
contempt than ecclesiastical cant 


"In urging this planting of the standard 01 


* higher plane 1 simply contend that everj 
man, whether he be preacher, physician, jour- 
nalist, merchant, manufacturer, politician or 
day laborer, should recognize a decent stand- • 
ard of ethics, whatever be his religious faith 
or none at all; that he should strive to be 
true to that standard, and that the primary 
doctrine in his code should be service to hu- 
manity: 


"Perhaps you arc familiar with the Hippo- ' 


erattc oath. It was formulated by that great' 
minded old Greek philosopher who Is known 
as 'the Father of Medicine.' It was adminis- 
tered to his followers in the practice of the 
healing arts and, in a somewhat modernized 
form, medical students graduated from many 
of our colleges still subscribe to its terms be- 
fore they qualify for the practice of theit 
profession. 
It is a solemn pledge of devotion 


to the interests of humanity. 1 would that tht 
ambitious newspaper man, the editors and 
proprietors of the press of the future might 
subscribe to a like pledge of cpnsecration 
and make H their first obligation to be true 
to that oath." 


In a convenient book of reference the in- 


terviewer found the language of the Hippo- 
cratic oath, the relevant portions of which 
bound the neophyte thus:— 


"I swear that I will follow the system of 


regimen which, according to my best judg- 
ment, I consider best for my patients, and will 
abstain from whatever is injurious. 
I will 


give no deadly medicine to any one if asked, 
nor suggest any such counsel. 
With purity 


and holiness will I pass my life and practise 
tty art. Into whatever houses I may enter I • 
will go for the advantage of the sick and will 
abstain from every voluntary act of mischief 
tnd corruption. While I continue to keep this 
oath inviolate, may it be granted to me to 
enjoy life and the practise of my art, re- 
spected always by all men; but, should I 
break through and violate this oath, may the 
reverse' be my lot." 


"If every journalist should subscribe to 


such an oath as that and should seriously en- 
deavor to live up to its terms," said Bishop 
Greer, "do you not think we might see a 
better, purer type of daily newspapers, with 
higher alms and with better results for hu- 
manity?" 


One more question the interlocutor ven- 


tured before taking leave of the executive 
head of the Episcopal diocese of New York:— 


"Does four Grace consider that the Amer- 


ican newspapers devote an undue proportion 
Of their daily space to the publication of the 
sporting news—the baseball games of the 
major leagues, for instance, which are attended 
by tens of thousands daily, while other thou- 
sands who cannot attend crowd the streets to 
read the bulletins?"
